IMPORTANT PATENT SUIT. 


A Great Lonisville Invention Sus- 
tainede-}j**Morgan’’ Side-Tree Vere 
sus **Kentucky’’ Side-Tree. 

For a month past the United States Circuit 
Court, here, Judge Ballard presiding, has been 
oceupied in the trialof the patent suit of Jos. B. 
Gathright, patentee of the “Morgan” side-tree, 
vs. John H. Band, proprietor of the “Kentucky” 
side-tree. Harlan & Newman and DVDembitz & 
Weble were attorneys for the  piaintiff, 
and James A. Beatiie and Goodloe & 
Barr for defendant. The suit was warmly con- 
tested, and a strong effort was made by de- 
fendant to break the plaintiff's patent; indeed, 
the similarity of the two articles was so great 
that this was doubtless the nmin hope of the de- 
fendant. It was contested on part of defendant 
that piaintiff was not the inventor of the side- 
saddle tree for which be procured letters patent, 
but that it was suggested to him by others; also, 
that he was anticipated by certain parties in Mis- 
sissippi, and by the patents of Wm. Hill, Robert 
Spencer, and Roades and Hazlewood, and these 
patents and their models were introduced as evi- 


dence. 
Plaintiff introduced testimony to show that he 


was the original inveator, and entitied to the 
patent, and almost blocked up the court-room 
with models of trees and saddies from various 
parts of the country, showing the state of the 
art at the time of his invention, and illustrating 
the “‘new departure’’ which his invention 
brought about. 

Judge Ballard rendered his decision Thursday 
morning, which was in substance, that plaintiff's 
side-eaddie tree was, in his opinion, much better 
than apy in previous use; that 
testimony showed that B. 
right, piaintif{l, was the 
it; that in this invention he was not anticipated 
by the alleged.prior invention in Mississippi, nor 
by Hill's, nor Spencer's, nor Rhodes & Hazel- 
wood'’s patent; that defendant's side-tree was 
an infringement of plaintiff's, and awarded judg- 
ment of 500 dollars damages. 

We understand this is the first patent ever sus- 
tained by Judge Ballard, although many cases 
have been brought before him—several of them 
recently. This of course makes his decision in 
this case the more weighty in favor of this patent, 
and we are glad that this approval has fallen 
upon an invention so meritorious as this is said 
to be. This decision will be looked to with 
interest by the saddiery trade of the 
whole country, as we understand the 
patent has been, and is being,  in- 
fringed im all parts of the United States, and 
much discussion and uncertainty have arisen 
among the trade from the nun.ber of patent trees 
similar to Mr. Gatbright’s that have been thrown 
upon the market since hisinvention. This decis- 
ion establishes for Mr, Gathright the sole owner- 
ship of the principle underlying all these, and 
virtually renders them all tributary to him, 
either in ‘‘royalty” or in damages, and makes his 
patent immensely valuable.

It appears that, on the night of the 22d 
of June last,a body of men,seventy-two in num ber, 
attacked the house of a negro named Boney 
Vaughan, living near Fitchburg, Estill county. 
Vaughan fired ten shots at them, seven of which 
were said to have taken effect. One man, Patrick 
Spradlin, was killed outright, and one, Calvin 
Darrell, is believed to have since died. The par- 
ties, as above, are charged with being connected 
with this affair, and will be brought before Com 
missioner Meriwether atten o'clock this morn- 
ing. While in the hall in the Custom -house out- 
side the Federal Court-room, one of the prison 
ers, Wilburn Gillam, escaped from the custody 
of Marshal Wyatt, but it is believed will be re 
captured.

« Two MEN owninga stable,on Market street 
above Hancock, had a dispute about it. Instead 
of going to law and probably losing twice the 
value of the stable, they built 4 partition divid- 
ing it into two equal parts, the door being also 
halved. Each of the owners has now his share in 
the stable undisturbed by the other. 

AT the meeting of the lower board of the 
General Council last night a petition was re- 
ceived from and permission granted to Messrs.

The veto was 
sustained*in the lower board by a vote of lito 8 
on the resolution, a two-thirds majority being 
required to overrule the Mayor's objection. The 
niessage, with the reasons for vetoing the resolu- 
tion, arg appended below:

i very much regret having to return this reso- 
lution, and if I had to consider only my own per- 
soral inclinations in the matter, would sign it 
without hesitation, for I have ever desired to as- 
sist the cause of the widow and the orphan by 
toth individual and official influence and act; 
but my oath of office to support the charter and 
ordinances of the city cannot be disregarded. 
That cath.*and the obligation’ of my office, re- 
strain me from ¢ ommitting the city to a de ed of 
charity, which a deep sympathy for the cause 
anda bigh respect for the worthy managers of 
the cause, wow delight to consummate were it 
lawful to dos 

Those who give their time, labor or money for 
the support of purely kenevolent and charitable 
institutions, like the in question, deserve 
and have the esteem and best wishes of all right- 
minded and well-disposed persons. The appro- 
ation of the community and of their own con- 
aciences can be — only ewaes bw this life. 

The passages in the charter re to such ex- 
penditures by the one as this ioe ution would 
make, 1 quote as follows: From section 7, “No 
individual, company or corporaticn shall be ex- 
erm pt from duties or burdens borne by others; 
ncrshall any exclusive privilege or immynity 
* hatever be granted, except as may be herein 
expressly allowed;’’ and further from the same 
section, *‘No money shall be drawn from the city 
treasury except upon warrant of the Auditor 
nade in pursuance of appropriation by ordi- 
nance ‘rom section 12, “Improvements, as 
appli ed to public ways, shail mean all work and 
mattria’s used upon them in the construction 
and recon:truction thereof, an all be mad 
aid done as may be prescribed by ordinance a 
the exclusive cost of the owners of lota in each 
fourth of a square, to be equally apportioned by 
the General Council ac cording to the number o 
square fect owned by them respectively,” &c. 

As the crphan asylum is located in the fourth 
of a squere upou which the cest ef the improve- 
nu nt Was apportioned, it is clear that for the 
city to relieve the asylum from its liability by as- 
suming iis portion of the cost would be granting 
such an «xclusive immunity as is expressly for- 
bidden. 

l am satisfied that we are clearly forbidden by

benevo eat asylum, I believe that, on nfature re- 
flect.or, you will agree that the act would be 
withcut the lawful range of the city's authority.
